T h is disturbance w ill close one of the most radical storm 
periods of the year, and w'ill have extended from 13 to 24. 
T h e 
storm s w ill be unusually 
severe about and 
im m ediately 
fo l­ 
low ing M arch 16, w ith a probability of destructive disturbances. 
Prudence dictates that all excursions, pleasure parties, voyages 
be postponed till after M arch 24, although not one in a hundred 
thousand w’ill be inconvenienced by these severe storm s. 


It is not practical at 
this tim e 
to definitely locate these 
severe w eather events. 
I give the dates on w hieh the disturb­ 
ances are expected to reach 
any part of the continent as they 
move eastward and on these dates you should be on the lookout 


for squalls. T hese storm s m ay put on their greatest force a little 
before or little after they reach your place. 


T h e storm center is expected to extend along the M ississippi 
not far from 16; west of that a day or tw o earlier; on a north 
and south line running through P ittsburg about 18 and on the 
T ro y meridian not far from 19. 


Follow ing this disturbance a great fall in tem ptatures is e x ­ 
pected resulting in a cold w ave north 38 and a cool w ave farther 
south. 
T h is cool w ave w ill m ake bad crop w eather in southern 
states and corn should not be planted there till these low tem per­ 
atures have past. 


Crop-w eather of the com ing season w ill be the m ost im port­ 


ant since that of 1901. 
Y o u 
cannot rely on guessing on the 
weather; you would miss oftener than hit, it w hile m y forecasts 
w ill be correct at least two tim es out of three.

lies in takin g m y lorcasts as a guide for planting, sow ing, har­ 
vesting and feeding and caring for live stock.
